ONDON, May 19.—Again the 
Italians have been forced to

Observers here, while making due 
allowances for the Austrian gains, 
declare that their importance has 
been greatly exaggerated by Vienna. 
In order to cover the German failure 
at Verdun, they assert Austria has 
gravely weakened her Galicia front, 
literally scraping together regiments 
with which to begin an offensive 
against Italy.

dceply into Italian territory at this 
point because the deployment of 
large forces is impossible. Even the 
equare kilometers gained were only 
at the cost of thousands of lives. 
Without being disloyal to an ally, 
observers here believe that the Aus- 
trian gains will réact to the advan- 
tage of the allies. The advance will 
serve to bring home to the Italians 
a war which many believe they have 
so far taken altogether too lightly. 


Gen, Cadorna faces on the Isonzo is 
generally recognized, there is a feel- 
ing that it has not been attacked 
with the seriousness prevailing on 
other sections of the allies’ front. - 

Repeatedly Italy has promised 
further co-operation with England 
and France. Italian representatives 
attended the allied council of war in 
Paris; pledges were made to aid in 
Albania, at Saloniki, or in Asia 
Minor, but nothing has been done. 
Italy has even left the policing of 
the Adriatic to the Anglo-French 
fleet, rather than risk her own 
to Auetrian U boats. If a slight in- 
cursion into Italian territory can 
change this situation there are many 
Quarters which do not hesitate to 
welcome it. 

NEW DRIVE AT VERDUN. 

A freah German assault is rising to 
its crest at Verdun. This time the 
blows are being delivered at the 
point of the wedge into the French 
lines west of the Meuse. Established 
firmly on Hill 304, from which Ber- 
lin claims the French have been un- 
able to dislodge them, the Germans 
are now turning their attention to 
tightening the noose about the fort- 
ress at Avocourt, 

Here the German War Office as- 
serts trenches have been captured in 
the direction of Esnes, though so 
far the French have biocked all ef- 
forts to a@vance im the Avocourt 
wood itteelf or to capture the re- 
doubt once before In German posses- 
sion. The Germans also strengthened 
their position at Hill 304 by the cap- 
ture of a small fort on Hill 287. im- 
mediately to the northwest. Tw 
fresh divisions have been brought 
up by the Germans for these as- 
saults. They were composed mostly 
of young recruits of the class of 
1916, never before under fire. Al- 
though they advanced bravely in the 
face of the murderous fire poured

ASHINGTON OF 
W THE TIMES, May 19.—Japan 

is getting ready to take over 
a part, if not all, of China, as a 
result of the revolution and other 
disturbances which are rending the 
oriental republic. 

This is the imtelligence that has 
reached Washington in official ad- 
vices from the Far East. Adminis- 
tration officials are watching the de- 
velopments closely, realizing that at 
almost any time the United tes 
will be confronted with the neces- 
sity of defining its attitude toward 
Japanese designs upon China, 

According to Japanese officiais 
conditions in China are going from 
bad to worse and it soon may be 
necessary for the Tokio government 
to intervene in the republic for the 
re-establishment of order and the 
protection of Japanese and other 
foreigners and their property. 

OUR EXAMPLE. 

In taking such a step, Japanese 
officials say, the dominant nation of 
the Orient will be doing no more 
than did the United States, the domi- 
nant na of the Western Hemi- 
sphere, in intervening in Haiti and 
setting up a stable government un-

Even tf the Chinese succeed in re- 
establishing order it is regarded as 
likely that Japan soon will obtain 
complete peossessign of Manchuria. 
This northeastern extremity of the 
Chinese republic has been rapidly 
filing with Japanese In the last few 
years,.and particularly in the last 
few months. There have been fre- 
quent complaints from the Japa- 
nese in Manchuria of the imefficien- 
ey of the Chinese government. It 
would be but a short step for Ja- 
pan to take over Manchuria com- 
pletely on the ground of hecessity of 
protecting its subjects. - 

Japan for some time has been pav- 
ing the way toward intervention in 
China. It has entered into an agree- 
ment wi Russia whereby the lat- 
ter izes the propriety of To- 
kio intervening in China if neces- 
sary to quell diserders. Great 
Britain, so far as is known, has 
not consented to the Japanese de- 
oo China, but is not obstruct- 

them. 

astute diplomacy of Viscount 
Chinda, the Japanese Ambassador, 
has succeeded in deterring the Wil- 
son administration from taking any 
strong stand in defense of the “open- 
door” policy established by John 
Hay. Japan was entirely satisfied 
with the action of the United States 
in gending a mild note to Tokio and 
Peking when Japan was pressing its 
demands for control of China last 
year. The text of the note to China, 
which the administration suppressed, 
follows: , 
“In view of the circumstances of 
the negotiations which have taken 
place or which are now pending be- 
tween the government of China and 
the government of Japan and the 
agreements which have been reached 
and as a result thereof, the govern- 
ment of the United States has the 
honer to notify the government of 
the Chinese republic that it cannot 
recognize any agreement or under- 
taki which has been éntered into 
or which may be entered into be- 
tween the governments of China and 
Japan impairing the treaty rights of 
the United States and its citizens in 
China, the political or territorial in- 
tegrity of the republic of China or 
the internagional policy commonly 
known as the ‘open-door’ policy.”

MANN BLOCKS 
SHIPPING BILL. 


Filibuster Prevents Passage of 
Measure in House. 


Democrats Sure They will Get 


it Through Today. 


Fifty. Millions Appropriated 
to Buy New Vessels. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Filibus- 
tering by Represetitative Mann to- 
night prevented the Democrats from 
carrying out their plan to pass the 
administration shipping bill before 
adjournment. 

Debate on the measure closed at 
4 o'clock this afternoon and three 
hours later it was ready for passage 
virtually as reported by the commit- 
tee, In spite of persistent efforts to 
amend it. Representative Mann de- 
manded teller votes on many of the 
hundred or more amendments of- 
fered by Republicans; and when @ 
final vote on the measure itself was 
about to be taken, he insisted that 
the formality of reading the en- 
grossed bill be observed. As the 
bill had not been engrossed, there 
Was nothing to do but adjourn. The 
vote probably will be reached early 
tomorrow afternoon. | 

DEMOCRATS ASLEEP. 


Early in the day while the House 
Was in the committee of the whole, 
the Republicans succeeded in strik- 
ing out the section providing for 
the purchase of ships by the gov- 
ernment but this was restored by 
the House itself. The only result of 
the strict party vote by which the 
section was stricken out, 106 to $90, 
was to give the Republicans an op- 
portunity to cheer and laugh at the 
discomfiture of the Democrats over 
the failure of their forces to be on 
hand to vote. Majority leaders im- 
mediately sent out hurried calls for 
members, and when the section 
again was voted on, it was restored 
by a vote of 205 to 152. 

Indications tonight were that the 
bill would pass without the vital 
amendment by almost a strict par- 
tisan vote. Representatives Miller 
of Pennsylvania and Moss of West 
Virginia, Republicans, spoke in be- 
half of the measure during the day, 
indicating their intention to vote for 
it, and on one occasion Representa- 
tive Slayde, Democrat, of Texas, 
voted with the minority, but few 
desertions on either side are expect- 
ed in the final vote. 

BILL, NOT EVEN READ. 


Less than a fourth of the bill had 
been read when, by the special rule 
vnder which the measure was being 
considered, all debate was stopped 
at 4 o'clock, most of the day hav- 
ing been taken up by amendments 
offered by Representative Bennet, 
Republican, of Kentucky. 

Three important amendments will 
probably be offered tomorrow and 
roll calls demanded on them. One 
would deny foreign-bullt vessels the 
right to operate either in the coast- 
wise trade of the United States or 
its territories, instead of along the 
United States coast proper. Another 
would fix the amount that the gov- 
ernment shall invest in vessels at ex- 
actly $50,000,000 instead of “not to 
exceed $50,000,000," and the third 
would make the primary purpose of 
the bill the upbuilding of the naval 
auxiliaries instead of the merchant

FUND RAISED TO IMPORT 
WORKERS INTO VALLEY. 


Construction of New Canal and 
Cultivation of Vast Areas Re- 
quire More Manual Help—Mexi- 
cans to be Provided by Lower 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. ! 

EL CENTRO, May 19.—Scarcity 
of laborers in the Imperial Valley 
has resulted in a united effort on the 
part of cotton growers, the im- 
perial Jrrigation district and con- 
tractors to import men from Los 
Angeles and elsewhefe to relieve the 
situation. 

A fund of $10,000 is being raised 
by the Lower Cafifornia Cotton 
Growers’ Association and the irriga- 
tion district to defray the expenses 
of at least 1000 tlaborers to be 
brought from the north. 

The construction of the new West 
Side canal leading from Volcano 
Lake levee will call for more than 
500 men at once, and these, together 
with many teams of horses and 
mules, are expected to be obtained 
in Los Angeles, 

Work on the construction of the 
canal is to begin about June 1 under 
the direction of Chief Engineer C. 
R. Rockwood 6f the irrigation dis- 
trict. Many additional laborers wili 
be required in*August and Septem- 
ber to care’ for totton and attend 
to the picking of the valley's largest 


crop. |

OCTOGENARIAN 
ACCUSES SON. 


Support, Mother Says. 


Is Vigorous Witness in Suit to 
Recover Property. 


Family Back of 
it, Attorneys State. 


Mrs. Nancy C. Hobbs, 83 years 
old, was an emphatic witness yes- 


testiffed in a suit brought by her 
husband, B. F. Hobbs, against their 
son, Owen C. Hobbs, to recover 
property deeded to him on the con- 
dition that he would care for the 
old couple during their lifetime. 
- This condition, she stated, ad not 
been kept. Moreover, although it 
was that the deed to the 
property was not to be recorded tun- 
til the father and mother died, it 
was recorded, and further still, the 
property wae turned over to the son’s 
wife. So that, in the words of the 
mother, the son not only made them 
poor, but made himself poor. 

The deplorable suit, for the son 
contested it, was turned into trag- 
edy whep the father died the day 
the case was called for trial, so that 
it had to be eontinued and came 
before Judge Hewitt yesterday. 

Mrs. Hobbs testified that her son, 
wha. had been in Alaska, came home 
and some time later he demanded 
that his parents deed him their prop- 
erty in Alhambra, consisting of two 
) and two houses, one of 
which houses the Hobbs lived. 

“His father was opposed to deed- 
ing over the property,” Mrs. Hobbs 
testified, “and my son said he would 
give us two days. He said he 
would go away and we would never 
know where he was. This broke my 
eart. We were old, and it ‘would 
be nice to have somebody look 
us.”’ 

Mr. Hobbs finally gave his con- 
sent, it appeared, and the son got 
the property. The alleged unfilial 
conduct of the son was made Very 
apparent by Mrs. Hobbs, who eaid 
all she received from him was 
twelve yards of calico and a hair 
brush. The deposition of Mr. Hobbs 
States that in the five years his 
son lived with him he received a 
pair of shoes which the son bought. 
These shoes were taken away from 


¢{jthe father, the latter deposed, and 


were worn out by the son himeelf. 

Although the son was to care for 
the old people, it was stated, they 
lived, actcordjng to Mrs. Hobbs, in’ 
a precarious manner. She de- 
clared she was forced to depend 
on a widowed daughter, who was 
none too well off herself. 

The son denies all these charges 
and will give his version when he 
is placed on the stand. 

During the trial yesterday he of- 
fered through his attorneys, Slosson 
and Mitchell, to give his mother 
$1000 and the interest on $1500. 
This offer was declined. He further 
offered’ to give her $25 a month 
during life, but this was not con- 
sidered. According to the son's at- 
torneys, a family altercation is at 
the bottom of the whole affair. ~

While admit- 
ting certain good points in the new 
charter, Mr. Mushet recommends 
voting “no” on all the questions, ow- 
ing to the fact that a “yes” for the 
charter and a “no” for the other 
questions, notably that relating to the 
ward system, would neutralize one’s 
own vote. Discussion from the floor 
was animated and intelligent. show- 
‘ing that many members of the Fri- 
day Morning Club will not be voting 
in the dark on June 6. . 

Dr. J. R. Haynes was invited to 
the platform to contribute to the dis- 
cussion, but took the time largely in 
a defense of the civil service, which 
had no bearing on the programme. 

The luncheon guest was Mr. How- 
ard Edie, an Australian Irishman, 
who has devoted his life to the cul- 
tivation of artistic enlightenment, so 
he told us. He has visited twenty- 
eight countries during the last year 
and insisted that he found Califor- 
nians more wide awake, alert, emo- 
tionally and intellectually, than any 
other commiunity. He is visiting Los 
Angeles with the famous young Rus- 
sian mrusicians, the Cherniavskys, 
and indicated that he considered the 
salvation of the world must be at- 
tained through art and music. He 
did not hesittate to blame the war 
and all the other regrettable inci- 
dents that mar the sweetness of life 
to a’ lack of the proper appreciation 
of music in particular and art in 
general. The religion of the future 
is to be the cult of beauty, said he. 
Of course, when our love of beauty 
has been properly cultivated, when 
we regard art as a necessity rather 
than a luxury, we shall never be 
borrid any more. 

Mr. Edie. said that in order that 
he might etijoy the sensation of feel- 
ing like a real artist he had gone 
hungry and slept on hard beds— 
which: he implied were essential to 
that feeling. But he rather ungen- 


Lerously added that it was his life's 


mission to prevent future artists 
from enjoying that experience. 

Mr. Edie would have us make hay 
while the sun shines and promptly 
utilize.all the enthusiasm which the 
Hollywo Shakespeare pageant has 
engendered. We must not let it 
fizzle out, but must conserve and 
foster it until it gives birth to a na- 
tional theater, ‘than which no more 
Suitable site could be found than 
Los Angeles. Dismissing our .many 
churches as all very well in their 
way, r. Edie insisted that a na- 
tional theater would be better—for 
the new religion of art and beauty.

Prefaced by an impressive parade 
that passed over the principal streets 
of the downtown section, the local 
jlodges of the Pythian Congress last 
night closed their three-day enter- 
tainment of Brigham 8. Young, 8uU- 
Preme Chancellor of the Knights of 
Pythias, with a particularly effective 
ceremonial in the form of a mon- 
ster reception held in the rooms of 
West 
Practically the en- 
tire membership of the Los Angeles 
lodges attended the reception and 
paraded, either on foot and units of 


the uniformed rank, or in highly 
decorated automobiles. 
UNIFORM RANK LBADS. 

The parade formed at First and 
Spring streets shortly after 7:30 
o'clock, Headed by the Police De- 
partment Band, the uniformed rank 
commanded by Col. Walton, lead the 
parade south on Spring street. The 
Dokkie Patrol, attired in full cos- 
tume, followed, and bringing up the 
rear, a string of witomobiles moved 
slowly. The procession marched to 
the Van Nuys Hotel, where Mr. 
Young Mayor Sebastian and several 
other high officials were waiting, At 
this point the parade halted 
saluted. Mr. Young and his retinue 
entered the Mayor's gar and took 
their place just behind the Dokkie 
Patrol. 

From the Van Nuys, the parade 
marched south on Main to Fifth, 
west on Fifth to Spring, south on 
Spring to Seventh, west to Broadway, 
north on BroadwWay to Third street 
and east on Third to the lodge- 
rooms. ~ 

At this point the procession dis- 
banded, and followed Mr. Young and 
the Mayor to the reception hall 
above. The reception lasted several 
hours. 

During the day Mr. Young was 
escorted on an automobile tour of 
the San Fernando Valley, visiting 
Lankershim, Van Nuys and other 
points in that region. In the after- 
noon he was taken through Paga- 
dena and to the beach cities. 

ARMY OF PEACE. 

Federal Judge Benjamin F. Bled- 
soe, Who is a past supreme repre- 
sentative of the Pythians of San Ber- 
nardino, introduced Mr. Young at 
the conclusion of the formal recep- 
tion. Mr. Young spoke of the 
growth of the Knights of Pythias, 
and their purpose, saying in part: 

“Pythianisem typifies loyalty. In 
our Army of the Lily, the membefs 
thereof are pledged to our national 
defense. The roster of membership 
is on file in the War Department. 

“We have a greater army in our 
Army of the Lily, a greater number 
of disciplined men, than are in the 
United States Army. 

“But the Army of the Lily is an 
army of peace and not of conquest, 
as this nation is a nation of peace 
and not of conquest.” 

Mr. Young attributed much of the 
success of the Pythian order to the 
Pythian Sisters, to the help and en: 
couragement they have given the or- 
ganization. 

CONVENTION CLOSES. 

The Knights of Pythias and the 
Pythian Sisters closed their conven- 
tion at San Bernardino yesterday, 
after selecting Redding as the con- 
vention city for 1917. A resolution 
proposing to hold biennial instead of 
annual conventions was voted down 

An appropriation of $5000 was 
‘voted for promotion purposes and 
$1500 for the uniform rank. 

Installation of officers concluded 
the sessions, and last night a grand 
ball and farewell reception was held, 
attended by at least 2000.

‘Thousands of Late Comers to “Julius 
Caesar” Production are Unable 
to Get Seats—Gatemen Say 
That Many Purchased |

So great was the crush at the gi- 
gantic production of “Julius Caesar” 
at Beachwoed Canyon last evening 
that the police and special officers 
detailed to handle the crowd were 
obliged to call for help from police 
‘headquarters before the evening was 
over. 

According to the. gatemen, some- 
thing like 1500 tickets wére pre- 
sented either for seats which did not, 
exist, or for plices which had al- 
ready been filled. This, to their 
minds, indicated that some enterpris- 
ing forger had reaped a golden har- 
vest by the manufacture and sale 
of spuriows tickets.

But assume that the municipal telephone 
has been installed, assume that it is carried 
along on taxpayers’ money—as it will have 
to be—and then consider what a fine thing 
it is for a municipal ring of gangsters, 
character assassins and crooks such as few 
administrations are wholly without. 

Their agents can be in control of the cen- 
tfal ewitchboards, listening to everything 
and reporting, gaining personal, family and 
professional and business secrets. Private 
systems, because their success is at stake, 
rigorously enforce secrecy over their wires, 
but a municipal telephone—supported by 
taxpayers—could, and probably would, be- 
fore the city got rid of it. be placed en- 
tirely at the disposal of such unscrupulous 
gumshoe politicians as chose to make the 
most of it for their own ends. A rotten 
thing it would likely enough become for 
certainly it would invite corruption and 
draw the shysters, spies, bulldozers and 
blackmailers as green fifes are drawn to the 
stuff that gives them food. We know what 
they have done in Los Angeles; we suffered 
four years of their infamous rule. . 

Moreover, two telephone systems are a 
nuisance and ap extravagance that are all 
the more exasperating because they are 
unnecessary. Two systems are in the ag- 
gregate a big expense, doubling telephone 
bills needlessly, and- in addition are an in- 
convenience that annoys business men and 
families, interrupts communication and pro- 
duces endless trouble and complication, not

The sensible and judicious move would be 
a merger of the two existing telephone sys- 
tems as is contemplated. A similar mer- 
ger has been tried in Pasadena and found 
to work satisfactorily. There is no reason 
why it shouldn't. Hundreds of cities have 
tried two telephones and forced a merger 
and wouldn't endure the dual system acain; 
there is no reason why it should be endured; 
and particulariy there is no reason why a 
municipal telephone system should be in- 
stalled before Los Angeles has given the 
contemplated q@erger an opportunity to be 
consummated and the single system a 
chance to show what it can do in the way 
of making people happy and saving their 
money. ‘ 


JAPANESE OPPORTUNIST. | 
The news from the Orient is alive with 
perils. Europe's conflagration is Japan’s op- 
portunity and she bas long aspired to a 
“Monroe doctrine” to embrace China as 
well as her own possessions. Japan is an 
empire-builder and makes no secret of her 
faith. She covets China quite frankly and 
has been insinuating her “kultur” there for 
years with polite insistence. She would 
have grown to world power without the 
alliance with England; England .merely 
hastened the day and established a first 
friendship with subtle diplomacy and an 
eye to oriental gratitude. 

It has often been asked what England’s 
atiitude would be in the case of war be- 
tween the United States and her oriental 
ally. And British diplomats have always 
held the assurance that England’s influence 
would prevent any such contingency, But, 
in the remote event that it failed, England 
would align herself against Japan. 

The ways of Japanese diplomacy are sub- 
tle and polite. So long as the British Em- 
pire maintains its status quo among world 
powers, so long as Britannia rules the 
waves, Japan will never fail in her polite 
consideration for British interests. She 
does not covet India—yet—and stands 
more than willing to keep her undertakings 
to assist In the “protection” of that coun- 
try. Indeed, Japan’s friendship for Eng- 


| fs almost aggressively helpful, and it 
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rassed England by her prompt insistence 
on participating in the war. There was 
German territory in China which she cov-

A united 
and effic Japan could wish for nothing 
better than a chaotic Mexican imbrogiio in 
China just now wherein it would be her 
bounden duty to intervene and restore or- 
der—for the benefit of the world. 

Just as the United States should do for 
The sort of interven- 
tion that could be made so obviously for 
China's own good, in the best interests of 
It would never take Japan 
three years to make up her mind where 
her duty lay—especially while Europe is so 
painfully preoccupied with its own troubles. 
One suspects Japan of knowing exactly 
what she wants and how she is going to 
get it. Nothing could have been further 
from her desires than a strong united 
China under a clever Yuan Shi Kai—no 
scope for her imperative friendship there. 
No wonder the powers advised China to 
bide a wee, to hesitate before making fur- 
ther drastic changes “at this time.”

A spectacular e of China from 
a fearful internal conflagration will leave 
her in an immeasurably-improved position 
for bargaining. No one holds us quite so 
tightly in his thralis as he who has sacri- 
ficed his life for us.

Japan’s regime in Korea is an excellent 
illustration of her intentions and ability 
regarding China. In a few short years Ko- 
rea ig more thoroughly Japanese than Al- 
sace-Lorraine is German after forty-six 
years.

“gentle but firm,” like the deal parent. 
And he means to legally adopt China while 
competition is on the wane. This is the 
ideal psychological moment, for there ig na 
country that can afford to send an army 
to China at this time, least of all the United 
States. Japan aspires to convert China 
into a Japanese protectorate, like England 
did India and Egypt. She will doubtless, 
in a like manner, rule it well and prosper- 
ously—and make more or less generous 
trade bargains with the other powers. 
Japan is prepared, prepared right up to the 
hilt; she holds the cards and she knows 
the game. She is concentrating on it, too, 
while the other players are wrangling among 
themselves. 

And then? Well, pity the power that 
essays to bar the Japanese from its shores. 


Pity the power that dares to legislate 


against her. “Japanese restrictions” for- 
sooth. Japan will continue her policy of 
polite aggression, and woe betide the white 
nation that affronts her pride!

In the time to come there will be a 

eat deal of business carried on with 

tin America. At all times. this busi- 
ness will be done largely by traveling 
agents representing American -manu- 
facturers and exporters. It will be 
necessary for these agents to know the 
Spanish language thoroughly. Their 
manners must be not only above re- 
proach but above all suspicion of any- 
thing undignified. 

Every young man in Los Angeles 
ought to have a knowledge of the 
Spanish language, for he cannot know 
where his business will take him in the 
future, or with whom it wilk bring him 
into contact. These are matters un- 
derstood by the European business 
men, who never send out an agent to 
do business with any people on the 
face of the globe who has not acquired 
a current use of the language of the 

people he is to do business with, who 
is not instructed in the manners and 
habits of the people of the country he 
is to visit. The Germans are particu- 
larly out of favor with most of the 
world at the present time, and this ap- 
lies to a great many Americans who 
ve no part in the great quarrel that 
is. rending Europe to pieces.

California Farm Products. 


T HE California farmer, speaking 

generally, has another prosperous 
year before him, Some of. the crops 
are less abundant than they have been 
in past years, but a crop failure is as 
unknown a thing in California these 
late years as the animal the Kentuck- 
ian declared did not exis. Whether 
the war continues or ceases, there is 
likely to be a demand for most of the 
crops harvested in this Golden State. 
There are 20,000,000 of the most robust 
and able men in Europe engaged in the 
war directly or indirectly. These are 
withdrawn from all industries, includ- 
ing the agricultural. Their place is 
taken to some extent by women, but 
not énough by any means to make up 
for the labor that might be expected 
from those engaged in the war. 

The wheat crop of the East is not the 
bumper crop harvested there in the 
last few years. The wheat crop of the 
world is short; that is, of the northern 
hemisphere. Prices for cereals have 
been good during the war, and are like- 
ly to'continue so during this crop year. 
It is too late already to get in a crop 
of anything in most parts of Europe, 
and with a short wheat crop, even with 
Germany cut off, there is likely to be 
demand for all America has to spare. 
If the war should cease, Central Europe 
would come into the market with a 
terrific rush for cereals of all kinds. 


Cotton is about in the same condi- 
tion. The American crop of last year 
was considerably short, and the crop 
now gfowing is not so large in acreage 
as the average, and with the lack of 
fertilizers, is likely to be very deficient. 
The moment the war ceases there will 
be an active demand for cotton from all 
parts of the world. California produces 
quite a lot of cotton, and its quality is 
excellent. 

There is not only a great lack of raw 
cotton in Europe, but stocks of cotton 
fabrics all over the world are ex- 
hausted. Shelves are bare in every 
store in every city on the globe. With 
the closing of the war there will come 
a demand to fill these shelves every- 
where, and even should the war con- 
tinue the demand for cotton fabrics 
.will be lively in all the neutral nations 
of the world and in all the belligerent 
nations reachable with cotton goods. 


As to our fruit crops, in spite of the 
emba laid upon the importation of 
fruits into Great Britain, there is like- 
ly to be an excellent demand for our 
fruits at home and in neutral countries. 
Some of our own crops are deficient, 
but that will only make prices better for 
such as exist. Right in these May 
days we hear of severe frosts in many 
parts of the country, particularly in 
the Northwest. This is likely to cut 
down the apple crop, and always with 
a deficient crop of apples there comes 
a greater demand for all other fruits, 
while an abundant crop of apples 
checks the demand for other fruits. —

A very high, heavy screen that simply

When enlarged or 
the seat of disease in children or adults 
adenoids must be removed. The signs of 
enlargement are: Mouth breathing, night 
restlessness, snoring during sleep, and in 
marked cases a narrowed or sunken lower 
part of the chest, owing to obstructed 
breathing, and ‘interference with general 
health and normal growth. Also, there may 
be a narrowing of the dental arch in the 
upper jaw, leading to a deformity of the 


Signe of the Disease. 


The signs of the disease are: Frequent 
head colds, chronic nasal discharge, swollen 
neck glands, earache or even serious inflam- 
mation of the ears, abscess, etc. When either 
group of symptoms is present, removal of 
the adenoids is the only remedy and should 
be promptly done. It isn’t the age of the 
patient but the urgency ef the symptoms 
that decides when the operation is best— 
it may be before a baby is 1. year old. It 
ig better to wait until the third or fourth 
year if possible. There is always a chance 
of recurrence, but it grows less the older 
the patient. If properly removed, adenoids 
=o 10 or 15 per cent.

Mop with Long Handle. 


[Modern Priscilla: ] “We can use a mop 
on a long handle, and stand upright to do 
it. Many forms of these mops are on the 
market. A most common type is the 80- 
called dry or oi] mop. This is generally 
made of a bunch of white string or fiber, 
either in rouad, triangular, or oblong shape. 
This mop is fitted on a long, convenient 
handle, which. gives enough purchase so 
that the mop can be pushed arovnd the 
legs of the furniture, under. a piano or sim- 
ilar low object. 

If we have a floor which receives a great 
deal of wear, like a kitchen linoleum, we 
shall need a mop which can be used with

bing brush mounted on a handle, which will 
scrub the floor as well as if done on hands 
and knees. By using the handled scrub- 
brush and the handled mop of fiber it is 
possible to scrub a large dirty floor with- 
out prostrating one’s self. 
Rubber-toothed Bar. 


Another good handled device for clean- 
ing painted or. cheaply-finished floors is 
one which consists of a crossbar fitted with 
rubber teeth. To use it a good square cloth 
is put into hot suds, wrung out loosely and 
thrown on the floor. The rubber-toothed 
bar then grips the cloth, moving it across 
the floor surface and into every crack and 
corner. The handle is very light, and we 
have found this tool the most satisfactory 
of all for moderately heavy cleaning of floor 
surfaces with water. If a great deal of 
heavy mopping must be done, one of the 
greatest labor-saving helps is a special mop- 
wringer, similar, to those used in institu- 
tions, only made smaller. The mop full of 
dirty water is inserted in the device, a 
lever is operated and the water squeezed

Know When Dry-picked.

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Forgotten Herolem. 


HE progress of science every now 
again calls forth acts of heroism 
which require the highest order of 
courage, but which are never heard of by 
the generality of people. A heroic act of 


this kind was performed by the famous sur- 


geon, Dr. Nicholas Senn of Chicago, about 
twenty years ago, when he took a piece of 
cancer from the patient upon whom he was 
operating and implanted it in his own fore- 
arm.” He did this to determine whether or 
not cancer could be transmitted—whether 
this dread condition was contagious. For- 
tunately no growth took place, and the sur- 
geon’s useful life was spared. 

Fully to appreciate the kind of courage 
required to perform such an act it should 
be understood that at the time of Dr. Senn’s 
experiment it was very generally believed 
that cancer was contagious. It had been 
proved that such growths could be trans- 
mitted from one lower animal to another 
under certain circumstances, and there were 
many reasons for believing that humana be- 
ings were even more susceptible. Dr, Senn’s 
demonstration dispelled this belief, and by 
so doing undoubtedly helped to mitigate the 
sufferings of thousands of cancer victims, 
who were often shunned and denied the or- 
dinary comforts of life on account of their 
affliction. 


Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever. 


One of the most striking examples of a 
disease which is confined to a comparatively 
small geographical area, and is seldom if 
ever seen outside that particular territory, 
is Rocky Mountain spotted fever. The cause 
of this disease, which is one of the most 
fatal ailments known, has only recently been 
discovered to be the result of bites by wood- 
ticks. Not all Rocky Mountain woodticks 
transmit thie disease; but the infected ones 
produce infected offspring, thus perpetuating 
and spreading the malady. There is always 
danger, however, that these infected ticks 


will find their way into more distant re 


gions; and this has led to an active study of 
the disease by the United States Public 


-. Health Service. A report of these studies, 


as summarized recently in the Medical Rec- 
ord, is as follows: 

“Foutteen years of investigation have re- 
vealed some of the facts bearmg upon the 
mature of the virus of Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. Man, and at least six varie- 
ties of small wild rodents found — th 
Rocky. Mountaih region, are susceptibl 
infection, while the larger domestic animals 
are generally immune. The virus is trans- 
mitted to susceptible animals, including 
man, by the bite of infected woodticks, re- 
covery being followed by complete immunity. 
No other biting arachnid or other insect has 
been found capable of transmitting the virus. 
The transmission is not mechanical, since a 
tick once infected remains so, the virus 


- maltiplies in the tick, and the female trans- 


mits the virus to her progeny.” 
Air Baths. 


The recent sieias of sun baths and air 
baths is simply a revival of a Greek and 
Roman form of therapy which was practi- 
€ally forgotten for many centuries, “The 
oldest books dealing with the care of the 
body recommend baths,” says Dr. IL H. 
Hirschfield, in “The Management of the 
Body.” “To make sure that people would 
wash themselves sufficiently, most religions 
Gemanded ablutions as a preparation neces- 


gary to effective prayers. For thousands of 


years people have traveled to mineral 
eprings and every century two or three men 
have become famoug for qures they per. 
formed with water. The air baths, however, 
which the Greeks and Romans favored and 
advocated, were entirely forgotten for over 
fifteen hundred years. 

“Man is born with a skin intended for life 
in the open air. Coverings were originally 
used only to assist in the adjustment of the 
body to climate. They were never intended 
to form a continual and permanent secgnd 


‘skin. Air baths simply mean exposing the 


naked body to air. They should not be taken 
for a longer period than ten minutes at the 
longest in cold weather; ten to twenty min- 
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warm without éxercising. Arms, legs and 
hands should aot be kept quiet in an air 
bath of less than 90 deg. temperature. When, 
after dressing, the body feels chilly, exercise 
should be taken until one feels comfortable. 
With the power of adjustment which the 
healthy person has, he could remain naked 
all day in a temperate climate; but an in- 
valid would be harmed if the length of time 
and the temperature were not taken into 
consideration.”

Modern Bread and Deficiency Diseases. 


“Deficiency” diseases represent a class of 
ailments which are the result of the lack or 
insufficient quantity of some aecessary ele- 
ment in the body. Perhaps the most strik. 
ing example of this kind of disease is beri 
beri, which is common in the riceeating 
countries, But there are several diseases in 
our own country, notably pellagra, which 


are strongly suspected of being caused by a 


diet that lacks some essential elements. It 
is thought, for example, that our niddern 
methods of milling, and bread-making, re- 
move some important element in the loaf; 
and the investigations to determine this 
have just been reported in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, as fol- 
lows: 


“These investigators show that modern 
methods of milling remove the bulk of the 
vitamins. Two facts of importance are 
brought out. First, the introduction of the 
highly milled flours has coincided with the 
great increase in the cost of such articles of 
diet as eggs, meat and milk. There has. 
therefore, been an increase in the proportion 
of flour consumed by the poorer classes and 
decrease in the proportion of other articles 
which might have eked out its dietetic defi- 
ciencies. Second, the peculiarities of dough 
made from highly milled flours have caused 
the extension of the use of baking powders 
in the preparation of bread. It is a common 
practice in some places to use plain sodium 
bicarbonate as a baking powder. 
stance, disengaging carbon dioxid at the 
temperature of baking, leaves the alkaline 
carbonate in the bread. 


“The authors of the paper referred to re- 
port that their experiments indicate that 
sodium carbonate, in such circumstances, de- 
stroys the vitamins. This is not the case 
when the practice is followed by combining 
the use of sodium bicarbonate with that of 
buttermilk or of tartaric acid, which, by neu- 
tralizing the alkali, protects the vitamins. 


© The investigations have not yet been car- 
to ried far enough to determine whether these 


new and associated conditions, the use of 
highly milled flours and of sodium bicar- 
bonate, have any casual relation with the ex- 
tension of pellagra. The experimental evi- 
dence merely shows that as far as the pro- 
duction of disease is concerned, the case of 
corn bread and bicarbonate baking powder 
is similar to that of polished rice. In both 
instances polyneuritis develops when these 
foods are fed to fowls in an unbalanced 
diet.” 


Stamping Out 


In all the large cities of this country spo- 
radic attempts are made periodically to 
stamp out rabies by muzzling all dogs. 
These attempts are always the result of a 
“mad dog scare,” and are seldom persisted 
in for more than a few weeks. As a result, 
mad dogs and the fatal disease caused by 
their bites must still be reckoned with. 
Yet Great Britain has demonstrated that 
rabies may be absolutely eliminated by a 
few months of persistent muzzling of all 
dogs, and prolonged detention of all. im- 
‘ported animals 

An article in the Journal recently called 
attention to the number of cases of injury 
from dog bites in our cities, particularly’ in 
New York. In part this article says: “Dur- 
ing the past seven years, for which statistics 
are available, an average of more than 4500 


persons have been bitten by dogs in New | 


York City under such circumstances that the 
bites were reported te the Board of Health. 
It is easy to understand that many dog own- 


ers and members of their families were bit- © 


ten by pet dogs without any public record 
being made, so that these figures do not rep- 
resent all the danger to which human beings 


This sub- 


report of thé circumstances under which the 
bites were received in order to determine 
the necessity for .he kind of control that 
canine pets need if there is to be proper 
limitation of thig danger. ; 
since September 1, 1914 (when a special 
muzaling ordinance went into effect,) more 
than one-tenth occurred in connection with 
the dogs which made the attack while 
leashed. More than another tenth of the 
cases of bites were reported as inflicted by 
dogs supposed to be muzzled in such a way 
as to make biting impossible. In over 200 
cases, passers-by on the street were bitten 
by dogs which, at the moment of making the 
attack, were both leashed and muzzled. Al- 
together, very close to 1000 persons were 
bitten in New York City under conditions in 
which such an accident was supposed to be 
rendered quite impossible because of a 
leash or muzzle, or both. Néarly 2000 other 
persons were bitten; in 200 of these cases 
there was no record of the circumstances as 
regards the presence or absence of leash or 
muzzle.” 


Straw as Food. 


The search for a cheap, nutritious food, is 
perennial. Recently theré"have been numer- 
ous references to a process said to have been 
perfected in Germany, whereby common 
straw is transformed into a nourishing food 
for man. The idea of utilizing this. product, 
which is almost waste, is alluring; but the 
following comment from a scientific source 
indicates that the day of straw fed human 
being is probably as remote as ever: 
“In the face of a possible shortage in the 
national food supplies, German students of 
nutrition have been considering with scien- 
tific acumen the solution of contingent diffi- 
culties. The outcome has been a series of 
recommendations which include a reduction 


in the consumption of meat and its replace~ 
ment by foods from plant sources, and also | 


various suggestions as to the employment 
of products which have not occupied a rec- 
ognized place in the nutrition of man. The 
discussions of these topics are interesting 
because of their inherent significance in the 


science of nutrition quite as much as for. 


‘their reference to a novel situation. 


“In this spirit, reference has already been 
made to the possible use of yeast as food. 
Decidedly more radical is the suggestion to 
employ, finely ground straw in the ration of 
man in the belief that it might furnish not a 
little nutrient in case of emergencies. There 
are enough scientific data already available 
to indicate that, in general, coarse plant 
products of the type rich in cellulose are at 
best poorly utilized because of the difficul- 
ties which the texture of the materials in- 
evitably puts in the way of the alimentary 
processes. It is not to be denied that chem- 
ical analysis shows straw to contain some 
of the familiar nutrients. The first desider- 
atum in the case of a substance like this is 
comminution into extremely fine powder to 
permit of more ready attack by the digestive 
secretions. The milling features are un- 
doubtedly. capable of accomplishment; but 
how about actual availability of the nutri- 
ents supposedly present? The physiologist, 
Zuntz of Berlin, has put the matter to a se- 
vere test. His experimental subject was the 
pig, an omnivorous animal even more likely 
than man to exhibit a favorable digestive re- 


sponse to a crude food product. The out-— 


come has been that out of 100 grams of 


finely comminuted straw flour an energy 


value of not more than thirty calories be 
came available, whereas the same initial 
quantity of cereal grain yielded 340 calories 
in the same animal. In other words, the 
straw “flour” furnished only one-twelfth of 
the available energy that the same amount 
of cereal did. Nor was this all. .The large

Kill Gophers. 


"The open season for gophers is at siaiepi 

that is, the gopher’s busiest sedson has ar- 

rived, and necessarily everyone must be on 

. the alert for this pest in order to prevent 

wholesale destruction of gardens and 
orchards. 


It is said that the gopher rears young bet 
once a year—in the early spring of our tem- 
perate latitudes. The number of young at 
birth will average four or five. They grow 
and devélop fairly rapidly, and by fall are 
scattering out and digging runways for 
themselves. 

With the cultivation of the soil by man 
has come the substitution of various edible 
roots and tubers for those of the original 
wild plants destroyed by the plow. These 
new supplies being usually more abundant 
and constant than formerly, the gopher has 
found conditions of life easy, and as a result 
has, in recent years, greatly increased in 
numbers in some agricultural districts. Fol- 
lowing this increase such crops as alfalfa, 
clover, potatoes and garden truck have suf- 
fered much from attacks on their root sys- 
tems and from the presence of the mounds, 
~ which cover up parts of the crops and inter- 

fere with harvesting. Much damage has also 

been done to young orchards as a result of 
the roots being gnawed off. 

All that is required to keep the gopher 
situation well in hand is a well-directed cam- 
paign of poisoning or trapping at the start, 
followed by reasonable vigilance and co- 
operation with neighbors. The animals are 
easily trapped, and will take certain poisoned 
baits in a manner tHat indicates the posses- 
sion of little shrewdness or cunning in

Peach Leaf Curl. | 


During the period of fruit setting and 
maturing, fruit trees in the home orchard 
receive closer inspection than ordinarily 
and it is at this particular time that you 
have probably noticed the Leaf Curl, so 
common to the peach. 

Peach leaf curl is a disease which un-

spores, the leaves that have been affected 
shrivel up and hang, dead and brown, to 
the branches for a long time. The vitality 
of the tree and the quality and yield of 
fruit are greatly reduced. 

It has been found that by spraying the 
trees thoroughly with bordeaux mixture 
4-450 or with lime sulphur 1-10 just before 
the buds open, this disease can be con- 
trolled. The best time to spray is a week 
or two before the buds begin to come out, 
say along in February. Look your trees 
over and given them the attention neces- 
sary to control this disease before the buds 
open next year as two or more successive 
severe attacks may kill your trees.

Scientific by a Cat. | 
{Washington Star:} While the cat has 
often served the purposes of science, it has 
generally been not to her own comfort, and 
frequently with the loss of her life. One 
cat ia Australia, however, proved her useful- 
ness in the advancement of human knowl- 
edge without being compelled to sacrifice 
herself on the altar of science. |

animal which it had captured among the 
rocks.

The disease is caused by a fungous para- 
site the infections of which occur early in 
the spring just as the tender young teat © 
points are emerging from the buds and the 
infections are particularly bad when the 
weather is moist and warm just at this 
stage. Some varieties of peaches are much 
less seriously affected than others. When 
the delicate infection threads of the fungus 
have penetrated into the new leaves they 
spread all through the leaf tissue and the 
leaf becomes distorted, abnormally thickened, 
and of an unnatural color. The whole leaf 
may be affected; in fact a whole twig may 
be affected, but in other instan there 
may occur only a few separate patches of 
leaf surface affected by the disease. By 
the middie of the spring the surfaces of 
these disorted leaves become powdery with 
the spores or reproductive bodies of the 


furniture glue effective in holding par- 
ticles of inoculated soil to the seeds. This 
method gives each individual seed some of 
the particles of inoculated soil which it 
carries with it when: it is planted. The 
scheme requires but a small amount of in- 
oculated soil and costs but a few cents per 
acre.

Men found the fruit of certain trees good, 
and some better. When théy went away 
from their old homes to found new colon- 
jes they naturally carried with them some 
of the best fruit trees in the old community 
from which they moved. Among these 
fruit trees was the olive. References to 
it abound in all literatures, Coptic, Hebraic, 
Greek and Latin. The Iberian Peninsula, 
now embracing Spain and Portugal, was 
peopled by Celts, Phoenicians, Carthagin- 
fans, Greeks, Latingy Hebrews and Moors. 
Later came Goths and Visigoths. These peo- 
ple from around the Mediterranean brought 
the olive tree with them, and Spain has 
been for ages a great garden for olive cul- 
ture. 

When the Spaniards colonized America 
they naturally brought the olive tree with 


‘them, and from Mexico the mission fathers 


brought the tree to California. Now the 
State is fast getting to rival Spain, Italy 
and France in the production of the olive. 
In another half-century the State will pro- 
duce as many olives as all these old coun- 
tries put together, and America will con- 
sume more olives and olive oil than all the 
world of today. 

Everything that survives among men 
owes its existence to some excellence. It is 
a proof of the value of the olive as a food 
that it has been carrjed so broadly over the 
earth, and that it grown so abundantly 
wherever it will flourish. A pound of olives 
contains about as many calories as a pound 
of meat, and nearly as many as a pound of 
bread.

covered by two miners who were pros- 
pecting about Kenanicouw Mountains in the

mining engineer, Whe brought it to the at- 
tention of the capitahsts and organized the 
development projects which have made it

“Both Warner and Smith were old pros 
pectors, and Jack Smith for years’ had 
tramped over the mountains of Arizona. 


He was commonly known as the ‘Arizona 
Centipede.’ I suppose the name came from 
the. miles he had traveled. Warner and 
Smith had been working throughout the 
summer of 1900. They had gone carefully 
over the country, but had found nothing 
and were about to leave in desnair. They 
had only a few days of grub left, but when 
they came to the Kennicott River, on their 
way out, they decided to go up that stream 
and prospect the land between Kennicott 
Glacier and Nikolai Creek, named after 
Chief Nikolai. They had gone about three 
miles when Warner sprained his ankle on 
one of the rocks. He sat down to rest and 
he and Smith there ate their lunch. As

Output Increasing. 


- Phe copper output of Alaska is rapidly in- 
creasing. Its value last year was five 
times as great as during the year preced- 
ing, and was only $2,500,000 less than the 
total product of gold. In 1914 about 21,000,- 
000 pounds of copper were mined, and its 
 yalué was less than $3,000,000. In 1915 the 
' output wag over 80,000,000 pounds and its 
value_was more than $14,000,000. The cop- 
per produced will be even greater this 


year. 
So far we have taken out of Alaska about

“It began with the.rush to the Klondike, 
and the mining excitement that followed it. 
There were then prospectors moving about 
here and there over Alaska, and eleven of 
these men ha made an agréement to in- 
vestigate certain sections’ and divide share 
and share alike in what they found. The 
men went ip ‘pairs and drew lots to see 
which section ot the country they should 
take. The district of the Upper Chitina 
River was drawn by Clarence Warner and 


they did so Smith observed a large green 
patch in rocks on the side of the mountain 
and called Warner's attention to it. He 
said it looked strange and that they ought 
to go up and_see just what it was.

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A PEST AMONG PLANTS THAT NEEDS 

PROMPT TREATMENT. 

BY BURR R. JONES. 

; The very prevalent custom of 
the treatment of plant lice when it is seen 
that injury is being done to the plant or 
tree is not wn yp method of handling 
this pest. Just soon 
found on the plants to any extent early in 
the season treatment should begin. Of 
course, if only a few of the insects are 
found, the growers are always in hopes that 
the}* will not become numerous enough to 
be of any importance, They are allowed to 
remain, and very soon hundreds of them are 
found where but one was before. The 
plant has grown larger also, so that much 
more surface requires treatment to reach 
them all, and before the numerous pests 
can be all thoroughly controlled the plant 
is beyond recovery for the season. 

My object in writing this article is to 
arouse every growers of tree or plant life 
to begin at once the treatment of this most 
numerous family of plant insects, even 
though he can only find a few of them. 

In the case of cabbage plants, tomato 
plants, lettuce, etc., which are to be taken 
up from the seed bed for transplanting in 
the permanent truck plots, usually a few 
aphis can be found at transplanting time, 
and they may be dipped in an insecticide 
(being sure to wet every part of the plant 
above the root) and the danger of future 
infestation very largely eliminated. For 


this purpose I would recommend a strong. 


soap suds, {nto two gallons of which a tea- 
spognful of 40 per cent. nicotine sulphate 
should be stirred. I recommend this kind 
of tobacco extract because I can always be 
sure of its exact strength. There are in 
the market two brands. The first is known 
by the name given above, and the other as 
“Black Leaf, 40.” Either of these can be 
used in the above proportion. 

This solution can be used with success 
for all kinds of aphis. On peas and beans, 
melons, cucumbers, é@tc., the only require- 
ment is treatment begun early enough. If 
it is not begun until the aphis begin to in- 
jure the plant, the prospect of successful 
treatment is very slight and such treat- 


come larger. In addition to this treatment 
for aphis on beans, a dusting of very fine 
sulphur is often of great benefit to get rid 
of the minute spider mites known as red- 
spider, which sometimes ruin the vines. 
This should be done usually before the 
pods begin to form. 

On apple trees in many sections several 
forms of aphis have often proven very de- 
_gtructive, and a close watch for their first 
appearance and prompt treatment are very 


{mportant, On eltrus trees, while quite 


young or soon after being budded, the 
black aphis is often a serious pest and 
should be given attention as soon as it 
appears, though on older trees and where 
the leaves have become mature they will 
do little injury. 

The black peach aphis is-one of the va- 
rieties which spend part of the year out 
of sight beneath the surface of the ground, 
but when the new growth starts in the 
spring, particularly on the light, sandy 
solls of Southern California, they often ap- 
pear in such numbers that the foliage for 
the time being is practically All killed, the 
tree looking as if it had been exposed to 
a fire except for the masses of insects 
which still cling to the branches. 

In the places where these insects are first 
appearing they always seem to be more de 


gtructive than where they have been in

“These are the thost important medical 
problems which the armies in this war 
have had to meet.

“Another disease from which we have 
somewhat mysteriously escaped is hook- 
worm.

Even should 
it become prevalent it would not be a very 
serious matter, for it is easily curable in 
these days through the use of thymol and 
other drugs.

Why Called Bonanza. 


“Now, the first thing a prospector does 

making a strike is to select a name 
Mr. Birch is still speaking. 
“The question was what they should call 
the new mine. Old Jack Smith, who was 
ahead of Warner and first saw the posst- 
bilities, turned to his partner and said: 
‘By G——<d, Warner, she’s a bonanza.’ To 
which Warner replied: ‘Well, Jack, that’s 
a good name for her. We'll call her ‘The 
Bonanza Mine.’” The find proved to be a 
bonanza, and up to 1915, after only four and 
one-half years’ operation, she had already 
ylelded over $8,000,000 in dividends, and 
_ she is now earning at the rate of more than 
$6,000,000 per annum. No one knows the 
actual extent of the deposit, and it is safe 
to say that she will be paying dividends for 
generations to come,” 

“Tell me something of how the mine was 
developed,” said I. 

“After Warner and Smith had located the 
claim they came out to Valdez, where they 
met the rest of their party. They dis 
cussed the situation and decided they had 
not enough money to develop the mine 
. themselves, and that it would be best to 

sell it. I was at Valdez at the time, look- 
ing for such properties on behalf of myself 
. and certain capitalists of New York City. 
They told me about their discovery, and 
showed me the specimens of ore. It was 
then too late to go to the interior, but I 
 ggreed to make an examination of the 
property the following spring if they would 
give me an option upon it. To this they 
agreed. 

“I then went to New York and“interested 
Messrs. H. O. Havemeyer, James. H. Ralph 
and Norman Schultz to extent that they 
agreed to put up enough money for pre 
_Iiminary- examinations and work sufficient 
to show what the property was. That was 
in 1901. IT then cage to Alaska and did the 
work. I found the deposit all that had been 
claimed and far more than I hdd hoped. 
I secured* a new option, agreeing to pay 
$100,000 to each of the eleven members of 
the prospecting party, or $1,100,000 in all. 
- To make this option perfectly valid I had 
to secure the signatures of the eleven pros 
pectors and all who were interested with 
them. Some of them had been grub-staked 
by others, so that the money had to be 
divided between thirty-two claimants, each 
of whom had to agree to the deal. These 
men were scattered over the United States, 
evento the Philippine Islands. Most of 
them I had to interview personally before 
securing their signatures. 

Taken into Court. 


“In the meantime a lawsuit was begun 
by parties ‘who claimed they had grub- 
staked Jack Smith and Clarence Warner, 
and that half of the mine belonged to them. 
That suit was tried in Valdez, Alaska, be 
fore Judge Wickersham, who is now the 
Territorial delegate to Congress. He is 
also the righteous judge described in Rex 
Beach's novel, “The Spoilers.’ Among the 

lawyers for the plaintiff were a. United 
States Senator and a member of the House 
of Representatives at Washington. The 
suit was decided in our favor. It was then 
appealed to the Court of Appeals at San 
Francisco and again we won. It wag there 
upon appealed to the United States Supreme 
Court at Washington, and we were once 
more victorious. 

“The final decision was not rendered un- 
til five years after the discovery, and it was 
only then that we could proceed to develop 
the property. At that time the options 
were taken up and the property camé into 
the. possession of Messrs. Ralph,. Schultz, 
Havemeyer and myself. We in turn inter 
ested J. P. Morgan and Company and the 
Messrs. Guggenheim, who formed the Alas- 
ka Syndicate. This syndicate purchased a 
40 per cent. interest in the mine, and agreed 
to build the rallroad to open it. The same 
syndicate afterward purchased the remain- 
ing 60 per cent. of the stock.” 

“What did they have to pay for the prop- 
erty?” I asked. 

“The Bonanza Mine, including the rail- 
way, cost the Alaskan Syndicate approx- 
imately $25,000,000,” replied Mr. Birch. 

“Did they get the worth of their money?” 

“I should say so. They have already re 
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ceived more than $15,000,000 in dividerds. 
Up to 1915 they had been paid over $8,000, 
000, and their receipts last year were more 
than $7,000,000.” 

“What is the marset, value of the prop- 
erty?” 

“It is more than $50,000,000.” 

“Were you able te do anything with the 
mine, Mr. Birch, Defere the railroad was 
built?” 

“Not as to the exportation of the ore, but 
we were able to take In men and machinery 
and so develop the mine that we could de- 
liver ore as soon as the vallroad was done. 
Our mining machinery had to be hauled a 
distance of 200 miles over the mountains, 
and that at a cost of about $300 a ton, or of 
more than 15 cents a pound. We carried 
some of it in sleds over the snow from Valdez. 
We had also to open up the property, sink 
shafts and drive tunnels, as well as to make 
other arrangements for raising the ore. All 
this was accomplished by the time the rail- 
road was completed in 1911. The result 
was that we had a good traffic from the 
start. Our first trainload contained more 
than a half-million dollars’ worth of ore 
that was 70 per cent. copper, and from that — 
time on the traffic of the road has in- 
creased.” 

Still More to Follow. 


“Are there other valuable deposits of cop- 
per in the vicinity of the Bonanza?” 

“Yes, we have opened up the Jumbo mine, 
near by, which is a large producer, and 
ae are many other copper prospects in 
region not belonging to us which 
ers in the near future.

“It certainly does not,” replied Mr. Birch. 
“Its Alaska holdings are practically con 
fined to those at Kennicott and on the Is- 
land of Latouche. As‘*I have told you, it 
has cost in the neighborhood of $25,000,000 
to buy and develop the Kennicott properties. 
The Latouche properties are being handled 
in the most modern way. The policy which 
the government has pursued has retarded 
the development of the copper in this sec- 
tion by the prevention of the opening of 
the coal fields and the failure to furnish the 
transportation so much needed.” 

“What is the future of Alaska as regards 
copper?” 

“It bids fair to be one of the largest cop 
per-producing countries of the world. The 
product is now close to 100,000,000 pounds 


per annum, and this is almost one-twelfth . 


of the total production of the United States. 
Nevertheless, it is only five years since 
copper has been turned out here im any ap- 
preciable quantity.” 


Copper on Latouche Isiand. 


‘Further on in our conversation I asked 

Mr. Birch to tell me about the copper de- 
posits on the Island of Latoucba, in Prince 
William Sound. This island is not far from 
Seward. It has rich copper lodes, but the 
ore is of an entirely different character 
from that of the Bonanza and Jumbo. The 
latter mines have a chalcocite ore which 
carries from 12 to 70 per cunt. of pure cop- 
per. The ore is so rich in comparison 
that of ordinary mines that 850 tons 
will yield more of the pure metal 
30,000 tons of copper ore mined on 
western highlands. 

The Latouche mines are low-grade 
ducers. The ore is a chalcopyrite wh oy 
averages about 3 per cent. copper. It is 
quarried from the hilisides 
water, and is treated by the flotation proc 
eas.

“Mr. Beatson then began to develop the 
property with the expectation of: selling it. 
He opened up more of the mine, and showed 
the extent of the deposits. He got one 
company to make an option for a consider- 
able sum. They drove a shaft into the hill, 
but happened to strike between the ore 
vein, that was forked, and found nothing. 
The option expired and Beatson finally sold 
the mine to the Alaska Syndicate, which is 
now operating it at a profit. I have not 
learned what the price was, but I am told 
that is was high enough to drop Mr. Beat- 
son into ‘Easy street,’ and to remove the 
necessity of his ever working thereafter.”

Nature’s Cold Storage. 

For a long time human ingenuity has been 
devising systems of cold storage for food 
products; but for an unknown number of 
ages such a system has existed in natural 
form in Northern Russia and Siberia. . It 
was discovered by the famous ornitholo- 
gist, Henry Seebohm. 

In the course of his travels he visited 
the Petchora River, which flows from the 
Ural Mountains into the Aretic Ocean op- 
posite Nova Zembla. Along the lower part 
of that river stretched the tundra, a dreary, 
uninhabited, treeless swamp, covered with 
ice and snow. Nevertheless, he found that 
this unattractive spot was the summer home 
t of almost half = bird population of the 
Old World. 

The. naturalist the region in 
early April. Forest and tundra were as de- 
void of life as the Desert of Sahara, but a 
change was near. Suddenly summer broke 
over the scene; the ice in the river split 
and disappeared; the banks steamed in the 
sun; and innumerable birds of all sizes and 
colors appeared within forty-eight hours 
after the first warmth. The frozen tundra 
became a wide moor, diversified with nu- 
merous bogs and lakes. It was covered 
with moss, lichens, heath-like plants, dwarf 
birch, and millions of acres of cloudberries, 
cranberries and crowberries. 

The perpetual sun of the Arctic summer 
causes the latter plants to bear in wonder- 
ful profusion. But fruit-bearing must fol- 
low blossoming, and blossom and fruit can- 
not be perfected in forty-eight hours. The 
birds were arriving in thousands. The 


fruit would not be ripe until the middle or 
[649] 


end of the summer; if the birds had to wait 
until then they would starve. 

It soon appeared, “however, that nature 
had made due provision for them. Beneath 
the snow lay a whole crop of last years 
fruit, perfectly preserved in nature's cold 
storage. 

Each year, when the berries are ripe, and 
before the birds can devour many of them, 
the snow descends upon the tundra; it cov- 
ers the crop and preserves it in perfect 
condition. Then comes the Spring sun to 
melt the snow, and uncover the bushes, load- 
ed with ripened fruit, and the ground be 
neath covered with the fallen provender. 
The berries never decay beneath the snow.. 

Nor do the birds rely upon fruit alone 
for food. The insect-eating birds also find 
provision, since the same heat that frees 
the fruit also brings into being some of 
the most prolific insect life on the globe. 
No European can live on the tundra with- 
out a veil after the snow melts.

{Tid Bits:!} Iron and postage-stamp money 
are among the curious forms of coinage 
which this war has produced.

_ Stone money, called “Fei,” is still used | 
as the medium of exchange on the Island 
of Uap, one of the Caroline Islands, which

of the British by capture. This stone 
money consists of large, solid stone wheels, 
ranging in diameter from one feet to 
twelve feet, saving a central hole through 
which a pole can be inserted so as to con- 
vert the mass into “currency.” 

The value represented by the stone in- 
creases with its size, and the limestone, of 
which the “fei” is composed, must be of 
fine white grain to be considered good de- 
livery. Yet there seems to be no real ne- 
cessity for delivery at all, for it is quite 
customary to earmark the money, as it 
were, and leave it in its old position out- 
side the first owner’s hut, an excellent pro- 
vision, considering the bulkiness of the ma- 

The disappearance of small metallic cur- 
rency in Mexico, owing to the amount of 
paper money put into circulation during 
the military struggle for the Presidency of 
the republic, caused various expedients to 
be adopted, says Lioyd’s Weekly News. 
Tramecar tickets have been used for small 
change, and cardboard money, about one 
inch by two inches in size, good for five to 
ten and twenty centavos, was issued by onl 
ferent leaders.

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F THE two recognizea methods of judg- 
ing, known as comparison and the 
score card method, the former has long 
been the more popular, particularly so with 
the larger shows. Of late years, however, 
there has been a strong tendency to return 
to the ecore card, which gives a written 
opinion of every bird in a given show that 
shall prove exempt from disqutalifications. 
This method has some educational advan- 
tages that appeal strongly to the amateur 
and beginner, in that it gives a written rec- 
ord of the weak points in each individual 
specimen passed on. Allowing for the fact 
that during the past few years many people 


‘new to the poultry business are breeding 


chickens and exhibiting, the demand for 
score card judging is largely accounted for. 
The objections to it are that it is cumber- 
some, demanding either many judges or else 
much time for a few in its execution; scores 
are often duplicated, which always leads to 
friction and dissatisfaction; and that unless 
in the hands of competent judges it often 
leads to confusion. When in the hands of 
experts, however, it really does possess an 
educational value to the inexperienced, and

Comparison explains itself in a few words; 
it is the elimination of the poorer specimens 
by comparison in a given breed until the 
next best three or five specimens remain, 
after which fifth is given its dues, then 
fourth, until the last and best bird remains 
decorated with a blue ribbon. ‘ 


Another point that show managements 
ought to guard against is the cost of judging. 
To bring judges from a distance is often ex- 
pensive, and since gate receipts are more or 
less a limited quantity, this cost at times be 
comes burdensome. Often this expense at 
our leading Pacific Coast shows is as great 
as a like expense ig to the really big shows 
of the East, where local or near-by talent is 
There the custom is to 
allow $10 per day while actually employed 
and traveling expenses to each. judge. This 
is remarkable, and much less expensive than 
to engage judges at from $100 each up. Our 
local talent is quite as capable as the im- 
ported article, as was amply proven in the 
making of awards at the Panama-Pacific In- 


' tefnational show, In the early days in Los 


Angeles judging was often a voluntary serv- 
ice. Profitable poultry shows are only pos- 
sible where expenses are kept within bounds 
and real economy and good business man- 
agement are observed. 


Care, Feeding and Rations for Chicks. 


No State in its poultry culture experiments 
has made a better record, nor given more 
practical advice and suggestions to breeders 
than Missouri. Poultrymen throughout the 
several States have followed its teachings 
and been greatly benefited thereby. In the 
light of these facts we herewith append this 
station’s suggestions and rations for the 
feeding, management and care of chicks. In 
the main they can be followed in California, 
but should there be cases where available 
supplies make it inconvenient to do so, the 
reader can exercise his judgment in so mod- 


_ ifying them as to meet local exigencies: 


First day—Yolk in body supplies food. Do 


pot feed. 


First week—Boiled egg cut fine, bread 
crumbs and oat meal, equal parts. Feed in 
form of mash on clean board all they will 
eat in twenty minutes, five times per day. 
Give sour milk each forenoon and water in 
the afternoon. Keep fine grit or sand be- 


‘fore them. 
One to five weeks—Equal parts wheat. 


bran, shorts, oat meal and corn meal. Use 
as mash in hopper and give good grade of 
commercial chick feed in litter. Two pounds 
fine charcoal and one-half pound fine salt 
should be added to each hundred pounds 
mash, Sour milk or water should be before 
birds at all times. 

Five weeks to maturity—One part ground 
oats, one part shorts, one part wheat bran, 
one part corn meal, one-half part beef 
scraps, one-fourth part bone meal. Use this 
as mash in hopper, and give equal parts

cracked corn and wheat in litter, all they 
will clean up in thirty minutes, twice each 
day.

Moisten with sour milk. Give cracked corn 
as grain, all they will eat. Clear water and 
grit should be provided at all times.

Mash given in balanced 
egg ration given in afternoons. Free range, 
grit, oyster shell and fresh water sfiould be 
provided at all times. 


Seeing Prospective Chicken People. 


Possibly the most annoying thing in a 
poultry breeder's business is the constant 
flow of visitors to which he is subjected 


every day of the week, including Sundays. 


For the most part the majority are not 
really buyers but people who have con- 
tracted the chicken fever in its iacipient 
stages. 
tablishments, take up the time of their own- 
ers with a flood of questions, both sane and on 
insane, with no definite idea of what they 
want or what they hope to accomplish. In 
a number of cases that have come under our 
observation this practice has become a per- 
fect pest, worse in its irritating influence 
than the red mite, and practically killing for 
other purposes the better part of the work- 
ing day. How to avoid it is problematical. 
The curiosity visitor and the real customer 
cannot be distinguished, so the average poul- 
tryman suffers this imposition in silence, all 
the time realizing that he is losing valuable 
time—the substance of which life is made up. 

A cure is hardly possible, but certain pre- 
cautionary measures can be adopted. In the 
first place every large operator should have 
specific days and hours for visitors, and so 
announce in hig advertisements and printed 
matter; as a further means, he should insist 
on appointments with possible buyers by cor- 
respondence, telephone or telegraph. In 
this way crowds dre avoided and meetings 
are assured. On the part of the public we 
advise that it avoid Sundays; that it have a 
specific object in view, which should be the 
purchase of stock or eggs; that the visit be 
made by appointment and at seasonable 
hours. The poultry business is exacting in

its demands, and where it is prosecuted 
along commercial lines with success, the 
owners usually work from sunrise to sunset, 
hence to break in on their time is not only a 
hardship but an injustice. 


The Weight Clause. 


The Standard defines the minimum 
weights for all poultry that enters the show. 
room, the idea being that each breed and 
variety must come up to certain weights in 
‘pullets and cockerels, hens and cocks, the 
matter typifying the respective breeds when 
at their best in so far as mere size is con- 
cerned. This clause is often ignored by 
judges and show managements, especially in 
the fall fixtures when the birds are not yet 
fully developed; in other cases it is waived, 
because it is quite a task to weigh each in- 
dividual specimen. But these in no way de- 
tract from its importance; quite to the con- 
trary they give it emphasis. When omitted 
a light, under-weight bird may win over one 
that is standard weight, which obviously is 
an injustice. Not only has size and weight 
a significance to the fancier, but its im- 
portance to the commercial breeder is still 
more pronounced, as carcass is to him what 
heavy cattle and hogs are to the beef and 
pork packers. Hence since it acts to main- 
tain type of breed and quality and quantity 
in table poultry, we maintain that birds 
under weight be disqualified and severely 
discounted in the show room. Either that, 
or abolish the weight clause entirely.

Eliminate the Males. 


Now that the breeding season 1s drawing 
to a close, the male bird can in many cases 
be eliminated from the breeding pens, and 

poultry farms where eggs are the main 
crop it igs well to remember that infertile 
eggs keep much better and are in every way 
more desirable. The presence of the cock 
bird in no way enhances egg-production; 
quite to the contrary he tends to a reduc- 
tion from the fact that in treading the hens 
more or less injury is Hable to result. To 
feed and care for the males after the breed- 
ing season is over only adds to cost of main- 
tenance, and unless some exceptionally fine 
specimens are to be carried over for another 
season, they had better be disposed of. : 
_If an egg contains the fertilizing germ 
proper heat will cause it to grow; hence 
the summer te ture will induce it to 
develop, and if it is chilled or killed in any 
way the germ is the point where decomposi- 
tion begins. If there is no germ in the egg 
there is no point for decomposition to set in 
except from some outside source. Infertile 
eggs should be marketed just as often and 
cared for just ag carefully as fertile eggs, 
which will insure an improved product going 
on to the market.

“Little consideration seems to have been 
given to this tnreat against the future by 
students of the situation, but I believe, it 
to be serious. The thought is insistent in 
my mind that it may indicate a very serious 
racial tendency. Merely as a philosopher 
I am in agreement with Prof. Flinders 
Petrie’s archaeological theory that the hu- 
man race improves -" becomes decadent 
in cycles. 

“Aécording to him, a period of decadence 
now is due, and the thought inevitably is 
suggested that Germany's course in this 
war, as well as Germany's forcing of this 
war upon the world, Indicates that it has 


come. He made out eight cycles of civiliza- 


tion. 


to justify grave consideration of the situa- 
tion by leaders of thought in the nations 
which continue sane. It seems clear to me 
that as soon as this tragic war comes to 
its conclusion the race, if it is to escape 
further disaster, must devote its energies to 
counteracting this alarming tendency. 

“Flinders Petrie gathered evidence to the 
effect that Egypt was effected by cycles of 
decadence and improvement about every 
1500 years. He established the facts and 
the evidence to be found in the history of 
Greece, Rome, India and China is always be- 
fore us. We know that China and India 
have not had an original idea in centuries. 

“A great natural law is behind civilization. 
The fact that the Germans created this war 
without a real chance of gaining by it is 
proof, to my mind, of the onset of the de- 
cadence,

‘Representative Government and War.’ 

"These books were among the important 
influences. which led Gen. Roberts and the 
National Service League to urge military 


| training before the war began. I helped in 


this propaganda and can say from 
knowledge that our people not only felt 
secure, but were adverse to any military 
adventures. It was impossible to induce 
them to pay any attention to the clearly 
indicated danger. 

“We endeavored to do nothing further 
than to make them listen to warnings of 
the necessity for public . but we 
failed utterly. I was one of the Parliamen- 
tary party which visited Russia just before 
the outbreak of the war, and there we found 
a similar condition of affairs. Only France 
knew; only France even suspected. She 
had paid her bitter bill to Germany in days 
gone by; apparently her dents, of the 
world’s social téndencies were more accu- 
rate than any others in their estimate of the 
effect of modern theories upon the German ; 
mind.” | 

'“Are you prepared to estimate how far 
a decadence similar to that of Germany has 
set in in other nations?” I inquired. 

“I hope that no decadence similar to that 
of Germany has set in’ in any other na- 
tion,” said Sir Ronald, “What I wish might 
be effectually done is the task of arousing 
all intelligent humanity to the apparent 
dangers of the situation, with the hope that 
after this war some definite effort may be 
made to avoid a similar eee else- 
where.” 

I inquired about the new sex roti 
which so many think is certain to arise 
soon after the war enas, even if it is not 
already upon us. I have heard some say 
that this will come as the forerunner of de- 
cadence in England. 

“I believe the American press generally 
exaggerated the importance of the sex sit- 
uation in England before the war,” Sir 
Ronald replied. “I did not believe then, nor 
do I believe now, that we were then upon 
a verge of anything really serious. I per- 
sonally am in favor of votes for women. 

“The whole movement here largely 
engineered, or at least accentuated, by poll- 
ticlans and notoriety seekers. Much of its 
importance was fictitious. : 

“The war's effect upot the situation will 
be very great, and one of its first manifesta- 
tions will be to give the vote to women. 
I believe this will be one of the many great 
changes to follow the war and that it will 
help toward another, which, I hope will be 
the abolition in England for a long time of 
party politics. 

“Party politics here, as elsewhere, has 

been responsible for many evils, all tending 
toward that decadence which Petrie prophe- 
sied. Among these the neglect of science 
and bad town and city management were 
having their very serious effects upon prog- 
ress. 
“I believe the great problem before this 
nation, and, perhaps, before your own, is 
the disease of party politics, I warn Amer- 
icans against it. Democracy was really a 
plan supposed to provide for rule by the 
best man in the country. It was hoped that 
it would set aside the truest sort of an 
aristocracy. - 

“But here, at least, and sbme say in your 
nation, it lms shown tendencies of degener- 
ating into rule by adventurers who will say 
anything, do anything, wear any label in 
order to advertise themselves. Militant

“in a sense I believe it may be said that | 


inordinate beer drinking in Germany is re- 
sponsible for the general German attitude 
which caused the war, and that inordinate 
whisky drigking in Great Britain helped to 
blind this nation to the situation, making us 
stapid and dull. I believe the excessive use 
of alcohol among us has been responsible 
for the fact that we as a nation have given 
so little attention to the higher intellectual 
effort, to arts and to the sciences. 


“The tendency away from alcohol among — 


certain of the English people has been good 
since the war began, although certain other 
classes, women notably, have been unfavor- 
ably affected, as by separation allowances 
and other influences toward extravagance, 
and more drink than ever. What will come 
after the war ends? Who knows?” 

“What has the war meant to medical 
science?” I asked of this man, who, more 
than most others, should understand. 

“The sanitary organization, that is, the 
organization for prevention of disease,” said 
he, “has been wonderful from the very 
start, and is becoming more so with the 
passage of each day. 

“During the ten years precedent to the 
outbreak of the war medical science as a 
whole had made enormous strides, and all 
the lessons it had learned have now been

“Another discovery which may be called 
fundamentally important to the health of 
the armies in this war was of what is called 


serum diagnosis. Still another was that of 


Behring and others of serum treatment, 
“All these are concerned with bacterial 
diseases, and the bacterial diseases have 
been the worst enemies of the soldiery in 
all previous wars. In this war the most im- 
portant of them is typhoid or enteric fever, 
bacillary dysentery, tetanus in connection 
with wounds, gas pathology and wound 
pathology.

“In appendicitis, gall bladder disease, or 
stomach ulcer,” he says, “considerations for 
or against operation are often so delicately 
balanced that even under the best condi- 
tions for accurate judgment it is very diffi- 
cult to decide rightly. Men of skill and 
eminence may honestly and vigorously differ 
as to whether an operation will do good or 

“But when a surgeon has to decide such a 
question alone his task is vastly harder by 
the introduction of an irrelevant and most 
disconcerting factor, aamely, the prospective 
fee. If he decides that the patient needs an 
operation that means fifty, a hundred, a 
thousand dollars, or more, for him. If he 
decides that no operation should be done, 
there is no fee for him., Shaw protests, and 
I think with perfect justice, that it is not 
fair to subject men of average honesty, men 
like ourselves, to conditions which may 
grievously tempt them to be dishonest. It 
is not fair to the doctor, and it is not safe 
for the patient. The patient wants a per- 
fectly unbiased judgment; he is extraordi- 

nary fortunate if he gets it.” —

Here, 
early on this bright morning, we four ex-

across fields, following a little trail.through 
the b which led toward the mountains. 

As we marched along we could look right 
into the front door of San Gabriel Canyon, 
from whose mighty portals the San Gabriel 
River rushes forth. The roar of its waters 
was in our ears as it foamed over its rocky 
bed in the wide wash, and swept under the 
long concrete bridge which here spans the 
stream. Far down the valley the river was 
discernible, gleaming in the morning light 
like quicksilver, The crown of snow on 
San Antonio added the only other white 
touch to the landscape of greens and blues.

The 
Opening is narrow; one moment the whole 
freedom of the valley is yours, and the 
next the mountain walls shut you in where 
there is only room for stream and trail. 
Farther along, however, there are many 
miniature meadows and other places avail- 
able for camping purposes. 

Several miles from the entrance a new 
trail has been built along the side of the 
mountain high above the stream, evidence 
of the government's intention to make an 
easy path to its new falls. Along this high 
line we made rapid progress for some miles, 
when we came to a box of giant powder and 


fortunate enough to meet one of the menplorers alighted from the car and struck off a collection of picks, drills and shovels, 
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falls 


be well repaid for all the trials of the 
trail. You hear the falls Jong before getting 
to them; with renewed eagerness you 
clamber on to a boulder as big as a house 
and walk over it; you climb a rocky stairs, 
and, stretching out your hands, are pulled 
up bodily by those who have gone ahead 
On to a last great rock. And here you sit 
and, while your breath comes back, look at 
the finest falls in all the Southwest. 

They have been compared to Bridal Veil 
Falis in the Yosemite Valley. That is a 
mistake. They should be compared instead 
to Yosemite Falls, of which they are a per- 
fect miniature. Every detail of the highest 
falls in the world, the Yosemite, is repro- 
duced here on a smaller scale. There is 
a vertical drop of the first fall from the 
skyline to a point midway down the face of 
the cliff, then a short fall, a preliminary to 
the third and last leap to the bottom of the 
canyon. A beautiful pool, lined with great 
sycamores, received the roaring waters 
from above. From this pool the stream does 


not go far before it again leaps into a. 


still larger basin beneath. Above the main 
falls, also, there is another cascade, so that 
in reality there are five falls in close prox- 
imity, or perhaps it would be better to say 


two fine falls besides the main triple one. 


‘For several hours we loafed about the 
canyon near the foot of the falls, only mov- 
ing to change the viewpoint that we might 
see the marvel from every angle. It was 
a lively and soul-stirring, scene—the leap- 
ing water, dancing waves, flying mist, car- 
ried far by the breeze—a delight to the 
eye and music to the ear. 

The triple falls leap over a cliff which 


would probably measure 120 feet in height. — 


The canyon beneath is a true box canyon, 
with almost vertical walls. The left side 
is unscalable, but on the face of the right 
wall a trail may be discerned if one uses 
his imagination. 

We wished to get above the falls and en- 
joy the view from that position; and having 
doné that we intended to push on up the 
canyon and see if there was another water-

HOW THE BIG SEA-GOING ANIMALS 
SCRATCH THEMSELVES. .

Probably no naval architect, in planning 
an improvement in marine construction, 
has ever thought of its effect upon the crea- 
tures of the sea. The man who invented 
bilge keels, however, provided the whales of 
the Brazilian coast with precisely the kind 
of “back-scratcher” that had been looking 
for. 

Insect pests annoy the whale and barn- 
acles find a home on a large part of his 
body. Sometimes, it is said, the: monsters 
may be seen rolling on a shallow sandy 
bottom to displace the pests, or rubbing 
themselves on the rocks of reefs. : 

On one occasion a mail steamer was 
stopped during a dense fog a few miles off 
Santa Maria Island in the Pacific. .
